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The  figures  on  log  prices  for  1940  presented  herewith 
were  compiled  from  reports  solicited  by  the  Forest  Service 
in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Commerce . The  figures  given ^are  prelim- 
inary. Final  figures,  by  States,  will  appear  in  the  next 
annual  "Stumpage  and  Log  Price”  bulletin  which  is  now  being 
compiled  by  Kenrjr  B.  Steer  of  the  Division  of  Forest  Economics 
of  the  United  States  Forest  Service,  Washington,  D.  C.  Such 
bulletins  have  been  prepared  for  each  year  since  1928. 


The  transactions  for  1940  listed  in  the  accompanying 
table  amount  to  279,907,000  feet  log  scale  with  a value  of 
$3,167,923.  The  greatest  share  of  the  transactions  were  re- 
ported from  the  ’'Northeastern  Washington”  and  the  "St.  Maries- 
Coeur  d'Alene”  districts.  Total  transactions  in  these  two 
districts  amounted  to  203,778,000  feet  (73  percent  of  the 
total)  with  a value  of  $2,359,143  (74  percent  of  the  total). 
Prices  paid  in  these  districts  were  usually  higher  than  in 
others,  which  correlates  with  the  known  fact  that  competition 
for  timber  in  these  two  districts  is  keener  than  elsewhere  in 
the  region.

The  Clearwater  district 
includes  the  remainder  of  Idaho  which  lies  north  of  the  Salmon  River.  The  Kallspell  district  includes  Flathead,  Lake,  and  Lincoln  Counties  in  kontana. 

The  Liissoula-Butte  district  includes  Sanders,  kineral,  iiissoula,  Powell,  Granite,  Ravalli,  Beer  Lodge,  Lewis  and  Clark,  and  Silver  Bow  Counties  in  kontana. 
The  eastern  kontana  district  includes  the  remainder  of  kontana. 
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
